fruit, from temperate or tropical climate. Other cations and/or anions 
can also be the object of impoverishment and/or enrichment, according 
to the process. Because of the specificity of the process, there is no 
modification of the organoleptic properties of the final product. The 
raw material - juice homogenised by known process - may be partly or 
totally obtained from processed juice. Removal of water-soluble 
sodium and potassium from the juice is accompanied by a reduction in 
the original pH and addition of calcium or other cation returns the pH 
to its original value. Pulp which was removed to facilitate ion 
exchanged is returned to the processed juices which are then 
re-homogenised by known processes such as pasteurisation or 
sterilisation.
